School Start Date 


__ Dick Kruse, spokesperson for 
the Romulus Community Schools, 
has announced that students are 
scheduled to attend their first day 
of classes on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 1. Teachers and support 
staff will kick off the 2004-2005 
school year with a staff recogni- 
tion ceremony, to be held at Rom- 
ulus High School at 8 a.m. on 
Monday, August 30. 

Said Kruse, "Students will at- 
tend full days on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 1, and Thursday, Septem- 
ber 2. The district will be closed on 
Friday, September 3, and Monday, 
September 6, for the Labor Day 
weekend. A full day of classes for 
teachers and students will resume 
on Tuesday, September 7." 

- According to Kruse, the school 
district and the Romulus Educa- 
tion Association/Wayne County 
Michigan Education Association 
are continuing their negotiations 
regarding the calendar for the re- 
mainder of the school year. 

"The community will be noti- 
fied as soon as this information is 
available," he noted. 

Kruse said that the district is 
looking forward to a year of out- 
standing educational achievement. 

"Last year, our elementary 
MEAP [Michigan Education As- 
sessment Program] scores rose 
to the state average in both math 
and language arts, and the 2004 
State of Michigan "Education 
YES!" report card showed five of 
oursix elementary schools with 'A’ 
and ‘B' grades," he explained.

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War Memorial Controversy Spurs Council Action

What began as one man's well- 
intentioned plan to preserve a local 
monument quickly became a controver- 
sial subject that ended by drawing the 
notice, and action, of the Romulus City 
Council. 

Bill Crane has a long and impres- 
sive history of community work. Although 


~he is best known for spearheading the 


Romulus Rotary's campaign to erect 
the Veterans Memorial.that has stood 
near Romulus City Hall since 1992, 
Crane has also been an active member 
of several other service organizations, 
andhas contributed generously to many 
worthy causes. | , 

So, when the owner of Crane 
Funeral Home noticed thata World War 
| memorial —located at the corner God- 
dard and Shook roads — was looking 
shabby, he truly believed that he was 
doing a good thing when he set out to 
refurbish it and have it moved to Romu- 
lus Historic Park. 

"| asked myself, ‘Why is this thing 
so pitted and so nasty?’ — you know, it's 
been there, what? [only] 80-some years.

New Law Lets Teachers' Kids Attend School in Same District 


State Senator Ray Basham (D—Tay- 
lor) said he was pleased to announce 
that Senate Bill 599 was signed into law 
by Governor Jennifer Granholm on July 
21. The bill, which Basham sponsored, 
allows public school teachers and other 
school professionals to enroll their chil- 
dren in the district where they are em- 
ployed, even if they don't reside there. 

"| wantto thank Governor Granholm 
for giving Michigan's public school teach- 
ers peace of mind in knowing that they 
can now have their children nearby, and 
also avoid the challenges of conflicting 
schoo! schedules, if they prefer," said 
Basham. "This bill removes certain bu- 
reaucratic obstacles that could poten- 
tially Keep parent and child apart: 

"Our public school teachers and 
school personnel provide an important 
service to the community," he added. 
"The least we can do Is support these 
individuals and their families by ensur- 
ing their children are not denied the 
opportunity to be near them." 

The idea for Basham's bill was first 
suggested by Richard Kruse, director of 
public relations for the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools.

"| wrote up the proposal and ap- 
proached then-Representative Basham 
with the idea several years ago," said 
Kruse. "Basically, the bill amends the 
State School Aid Act to allow schools to 
accept students from another district 
without its permission ifthe parent works 
for the new district. 

"Basham ‘supported the concept, 
but was unable to get the bill out of 
committee in the House of Representa- 
tives," Kruse continued. "However, he 
keptatit, andtriedagain-—thistime, with 
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Kruse complimented Basham on 
his diligence and persistence, saying, 
"Ray Basham is an outstanding repre- 
sentative for his constituents. He listens 
to their concerns and follows through 
with efforts in Lansing. 

"We are always happy to welcome 
Senator Basham on his frequent visits 
to our school district programs and 
events,” he added. 

Kruse noted that when the district's 
nonresident teachers enroll their chil- 
drenin Romulus schools, they will enjoy 
a number of advantages. 

‘Employees will be able to reap the 
benefits of having colleagues teach and 
work with their children, having vaca- 
tions at the same time, and being close 
to their children," he explained. 

Another advantage, according to 
Kruse, is the district's partnership with 
the Boys & Girls Club of Romulus, which 
offers child care weekdays until 8:30 
p.m. for just $30 a year. 

"Our system would really assist 
parents who work for the district, espe- 
cially when they have meetings, parent 
conferences, and after-school activities

Resident: “Don't Move WWI Monument" 


Dear Romulus residents: 

This letter is to inform you of the 
intentions of the Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority (DDA). For those of you 
who do. not know, this group largely 
consists of businessmen and -women 
who do not live in Romulus. A couple of 
City employees who are Romulus resi- 
dents also serve on the committee. 

The DDA recently decided that it 
would be a good idea to move our 
community's World War | monument, 
which is currently located at the corner 
of Shook and Goddard roads. Among 
their reasons: an American flag cannot 


be properly displayed there because. 


there is no lighting on the flag at night. 

| remember that, many years ago, 
Mr. Leo Kolota (past manager of Co- 
merica Bank) raised the flag every morn- 
ing when he came to work and took it 
down every evening before he left. Un- 
fortunately, we no longer have the ben- 
efit of his patriotic service. 

What is up with the DDA? There are 
many of us who were born here (and 
who will probably die here, as well) who 
take great pride in that memorial, which 
symbolizes our gratitude, appreciation, 
and respect for those who fought. The 

“memorial is part of our heritage in the 
downtown area. We have to preserve 
what little we have left. This monument 
represents the men and women who 
gave their lives for our country, and 
should not be dealt with at the whim ofa 
few. 

Totry and move this old monument 
would be very risky. | do not feel it is 
worth that risk. To see a pile of broken 
concrete would be devastation. It could 
be replaced with a new one, but just 
what would be the historical value of 
that? 

Moving this memorial will not serve 
this community with any great purpose. 
It is absolutely absurd.

Well, it's very simple: it's the salt from 
the roads in the wintertime," he told 
Romulus City Council members during 
their August 9 meeting. 

Because of salt corrosion and other 
factors, such as the improper display of 
the memorial's American flag due to 
insufficient night-lighting, Crane thinks 
it would be a good idea to relocate it. 

[Since] we're spending [roughly] 
$500,000 in the park for historical pres- 
ervation [anyway], itkind of makes sense 
that we could move it... and have it look 
nice again," he said. "... | think it's impor- 
tant that we keep our heritage alive." 

Crane's vision is shared-by many, 
including Ron Hopson, a fellow member 
of the Downtown Development Author- 
ity (DDA). Hopson believes that the 
members of the now-defunct Sunshine 
Club, who donated the memorial plaque 
sometime before World War II, would 
probably support its movement due to 
recurrent problems with litter and graffiti 
as well as salt corrosion. 

"I've talked to some of the people in 
the community, and a few said, ‘Well, 
that's where the Sunshine Club wanted 
it.’ But, when the Sunshine Club put that 
monumentthere, Romulus was a differ- 
ent place than it is today," said Hopson. 
".. | think that if we could go back and 
get some of those Sunshine Club mem- 
bers here, they would probably be in 

concurrence.” 

Still, although Crane's restoration 
efforts are appreciated by most, not 
everyone agrees that the memorial 
should be relocated. 

"| think that [Bill Crane and Ron 
Hopson] are both positive influences on 
(development and improvement] down- 
town," stated City Councilman Bill Wads- 
worth. "Unfortunately, I've got a differ- 
ent opinion of this.” 

Wadsworth, who remembers a 
former Sunshine Club member's oppo- 
sition to a previous attempt to relocate 
the memorial, said, "| look atthis spot as 
a piece of history in our downtown. 
There was a time when people stood 
there and they dedicated this piece of

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property for this plaque. ... And, prob- 
ably, if you'd have told them that, in 75 
years, we were going to move this, | 
believe that they would have complained 
about it. 

"... My personal opinion is that it 
should stay where it is," he added. "| 
think people would actually see and 
walk by this more every day ... if it stays 
downtown." 

Anumber of residents attending the 
Council meeting also spoke out against 
relocating the memorial. 


Phil Renke, who worked for the City — 


of Romulus for 14 years, disputed 
Crane's assertion that the monument 
had been long neglected. He said he 
worked on the memorial several times 
asaDPW employee, scraping and paint- 
ing the base, replacing bolts on the flag 
pole, trimming back tree limbs that 
blocked the flag's nighttime spotlight, 
and arranging for the lightbulb to be 
replaced when it was out. 

"The DPW, the City, did take care of 
that," Renke stated. "Now, maybe we 
didn't take care of it as much as [some 
might want], but ithas been maintained. 

"It should be the City's responsibil- 
ity to maintain the monument to the 
City's satisfaction," he concluded. 

~ Others who spoke out against the 
memorial's relocation included longtime 
residents Gerald Wendland, Jan Lem- 
mon, and Hubert Staten. 

"I'll admit that the thing needs to be 
remodeled — it needs work done to it, it 
needs to be taken better care of — [but] 
leave it where it's at. It's been there 


almost 100 years," Staten told Council. - 


Romulus Historical Commission 
president Mark Lewkowicz said he's 
gone back and forth on the issue, but 
now agrees that the monument should 
not be moved. 

"| want to compliment Bill [Crane] 
for making us aware of the problems 
with this plaque,” he began. "Initially, 
[when] this came up at our commission 
meeting, we did vote to do some resto- 
ration work [and] possibly add some 
brick and things like that ... but, now, 
after | got some calls from people [in- 
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cluding Romulus resident Genevieve 
Dugan, whose mother and grandmother 
were Sunshine Club members], I'm back 
to my original position of leaving the 
monument where it is." 

Later in the meeting, after residents 
had concluded their remarks, Council- 
man Wadsworth sought a resolution 
directing the administration to make sure 
that funds are made available to refur- 
bish the monument and continue its 
preservation in the future. 

Councilman Bill Crova seconded 
the motion, which passed, 5-0, with 
additional support from Council Chair- 
man Randy Gear as well as Council- 
men LeRoy Burcroff and Mike Prybyla. 


Other Council Action 


City Approves $2.5 Million in Building 

Improvements 

Council's 5—0 approval of an energy 
conservation and system maintenance 
contract with Honeywell carries a sticky 
price tag, but promises a sweet return. 

"You're basically getting about $2.5 
million of work, [yet] it's only costing the 
City $10,677 over what you're spending 
right now," said company spokesper- 
son Dick Williams. 

In a nutshell, the 15-year agree- 
ment calls for Honeywell to make a 
number of improvements to various City 
structures for the $2.5 million, then pro- 
vide maintenance support for the re- 
mainder of the contract period ata cost 
of not more than $50,000 per year. 
Improvements will include: 

e energy-efficient upgrades to heating/ 
cooling systems, and installation of 
controls that will allow employees to 
regulate the climate in their own work 
areas; 

e replacementofsingle-pane windows 
and doors; 

e "building envelope tune-ups’ that in- 
volve the recaulking of all windows 


and the installation of new weather . 


stripping for all doors; 

e upgrades to more energy-efficient 
lighting; 

e installation of new, water-conserving 
faucets and commodes; and

e installation of backup generators that 
are capable of supporting a full ser- 
vice load at each building during 
emergency situations. 

Chief among the improvements will 
be anewly installed central control sys- 
tem that will allow the City to monitor 
and maintain conditions in each build- 
ing from a single location, 24 hours a 
day. 

Honeywell staff members will train 
City employees in the use of the new 
equipment, and will also make regular 
visits to each building for preventive 
maintenance. 

Honeywell promises that the im- 
provements will save the City so much 
money in utility and other payments, 
they will literally pay for themselves. In 
fact, if projected savings don't meet the 
company's prediction, Honeywell will 
reimburse the City for the difference. 

Estimates, said Williams, were 
based on an annual inflation rate of 4%. 

Williams told Council that his com- 
pany has entered into similar contracts 
with 4,000 companies and government 
agencies throughout the United States, 
including more than 100 here in Michi- 
gan. He also boasted that, to date, 
Honeywell has hada 97% success rate 
on guarantees totaling about $2 billion. 

Finally, Williams assured the City 
that it isn't dealing with some fly-by- 
night company; indeed, he said, Honey- 
wellhas been in business for 118 years, 
and the location of company offices in 
the Detroit metro area means that emer- 
gency help is always nearby. 
"Preserve of Romulus" PDA Passed 

Council's second reading and final 
adoption of the City's latest Planned 
Development Area (PDA) has broughta 
new housing development—to be called 
the Preserve of Romulus — one step 
closer to reality. 

Preliminary site plans for the devel- 
opment call for the construction of 205 
single-family units (with basements) on 
an 85-acre parcel between Ecorse Road 
and Henry Ruff, just east of Wayne 
Road.

Students at Merriman Elementary 
School had many words of thanks for 
Stephanie Powell, an attorney who was 
kind enough to donate her time to put on 
an outstanding legal workshop for the 
youngsters. 

Powell, a graduate of the University 
of Michigan and Loyola University Law 
School (Chicago), presented the stu- 
dents with a scenario of events through 
three short stories, then asked them to 
make points for each side in the dis- 
putes depicted in the stories. Her pur- 
pose, she said, was to find out who was 
being truthful, and how you can tell if 
someone is really telling the truth. To 





accomplish this, she appointed students 
to fill the roles of attorneys, witnesses, 
and jury members. 

Powell—who has had experience in 
the fields of juvenile justice, housing, 
and probate court — hoped to help the 
students understand the roles of a law- 
yer, defendant, witness, andjudge. She 
also wanted them to teach them the 
difference between a criminal-and civil 
trial. 

"| was impressed with the interest 
shown by the children," she told Fitch. 
"They really got into these cases and 
showed strong opinions as to how they 
should be resolved."

Homes averaging about 2,000 
Square feet, and varying in size from 
about 1,600 to about 2,200 square feet, 
will be constructed on lots no smaller 
than 60 feet wide by 120 feet deep, with 
an overall density of about 2.9 units per 
acre. 

Planned amenities for the commu- 
nity include a gazebo, a tot lot, anda 
sand volleyball court, as well as pedes- 
trian paths with a number of "fitness 
Stations." 

The PDA was approved by a vote of 
5-0. 

City To Advertise Its Intent To Issue 
Bonds for New Senior Center 

Another first step was taken when 
Council unanimously approved a reso- 
lution to advertise its intent to issue 
bonds for the acquisition/construction 
of a new senior-citizens center. 

"The notice calls for the issuance of 


bonds — DDA bonds — by the City of 


Romulus in an amount not to exceed 
$3.5 million to pay for the project,” ex- 
plained a spokesperson for the City's 
bond counselors, Miller, Canfield, Pad- 
dock and Stone, PLC. 


"The project is expected to receive 
[Community Development Block Grant] 
funds that will cover approximately $2.1 
million of that, and the remainder is 
expected to be paid from DDA tax incre- 
ment revenues. 

"The bonds can be issued withouta 
vote of the people," he continued. "How- 
ever, as part of the process, a notice Is 
required to be published in the [City's 
legal] newspaper. If 10% of the regis- 
tered voters of the city say they do not 
wantthe City to proceed with the project, 
and sign a petition and file it with the city 
clerk within 45 days, then the City could 
not proceed with the issuance of the 
bonds unless it was approved by the 
voters at an election." 

Although neither project specifica- 
tions nor cost estimates have been pre- 
sented to Council to date, firmer facts 
and figures should be available in justa 
few months.

Dr. Halderson teamed with Dr. Mark 
Jennes to supervise the program in 
Romulus. They both conducted exten- 
sive interviews with program mentors 
and mentees, and additionally designed

special workshops for the participants. 

"The mentor—mentee relationship 
should be like an effective teacher in- 
service workshop, where strengths/ 
weaknesses and possible improve- 
ments are continuously discussed,” 
explained Jennes: "This process was 
very important because frustration can 
easily set in when things are not work- 
ing correctly. Nationally, up to 50% of 
teachers leave the profession within the 
first five years." 

Halderson was very pleased with 
the results of the questionnaires that 
mentors and mentees completed. 

“This showed us that we are on the 
right track, and that we attained excel- 
lent results from the cooperative set- 
tings we established for the Romulus 
mentor/mentee groups," she concluded. 

The grant additionally helped the 
Romulus school district meet the State 
of Michigan requirementfor new-teacher 
mentoring during the first three years of 
teaching.
